In the few years the “Quest” has been in operation, the 
quality of its writing and layout have improved to the 
point where the magazine is now a definite campus 
fixture. Recent issues have featured reviews, award- 
winning poetry and in-depth criticism; while of late, 
one of its contributors has gone on to graduate work in 
creative writing at the Writer's Workshop at Iowa State 


University. 
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The Pre-Medical Society has as its foremost 
purpose, the promotion and deepening of 
interest of science students in Biology and 
its related fields.

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VARSITY BASKETBALL 


The 1965-66 season of Purple Knight Basketball was one of the most thrilling ever in 
the area. Although it figured as a rebuilding year for Ed Markey’s squad with four of 
the starters from the previous year’s championship squad gone, Saint Michael’s 
wound up with a highly successful 16-10 record. 


The Knights were badly beaten only by NCAA-bound squads, Rhode Island ‘and 
Long Island University. They showed a fantastic ability to come back and they gave 
their fans many thrills and perhaps a few ulcers. 


After losing to Rhode Island by a large margin and dumping Clarkson 80-72, the 
Knights dropped a heart-stopper to Holy Cross 56-52 in a game that went down to 
the wire. 


SMC was then upset by unheralded Adelphi 92-77. Smarting from this loss, they 
came back to trounce Middlebury 102-79 and St. Lawrence 75-67. 


The AIC Christmas tournament followed during the holiday break. The Knights 
started to jell as a unit and grabbed third place by nipping Colby 80-78 and Trinity 
in double overtime 91-85. They lost to Springfield 85-70. 


The Knights were drubbed by LIU 85-68, then went on to an amazing string of 
tight ball games. The first one was an 80-74 victory over Stonehill. The highlight of 
this game was Dick Falkenbush’s defensive job on high-scoring Ron Richard whom 
he held to eight points while Dick scored 28 himself. 


SMC replayed Colby and beat them 72-68 on Jim Dooley’s clutch shooting. The 
Hilltoppers traveled down to Norwich and after being down 18 points with only 
twelve minutes left, beat them 83-78. 


The Saints upset highly favored St. Anselm’s 68-67, again on Jim Dooley’s fine out- 
standing shooting. The stage was then set for a clash at the Auditorium with Cen- 
tral Connecticut which represented New England in the NCAA Tournament. CC 
went ahead 16 points and the Knights pulled one of their stretch runs and closed 
the spread to 4 before losing 88-81. 


Hartwick was then next opponent and in another heart-stopper the Saints won in 
double-overtime 72-68 on Falkenbush’s clutch foul-shooting. Number 1 ranked As- 
sumption came into town for a showdown. It was a typical game with SMC getting 
far behind and then making a last minute rush before dropping a squeaker 85-80. 
Bruce Stryhas led the Saints with some hot second half shooting. 


Merrimack provided a respite for the team in an easy 95-50 win. In their 
next game, Saint Mike’s battled cross-town Vermont. In this game, sophomore 
Dave Gleason came off the bench and hit some important shots to help the 
team. It was SMC 76-71 in overtime.

Traveling to AIC the Hilltoppers were dropped after a 
late rally failed, 77-73. Bobby Kryger grabbed 19 re- 
bounds and Bob Joyce scored 22 points in the second 
half. The Saints then whipped Norwich 93-84 with 
Sophomore Ralph Coleman stealing the show with his 
rebounding and shooting. 


Another gallant try went down the drain against Le 
Moyne as Saint Michael’s dropped a 75-73 ball game. 
The University of Vermont came back seeking revenge 
and upset the Knights 93-92 in double overtime. 


The final two games saw coach Ed Markey use a run- 
ning style of ball to see how his young ball club would 
react. The team came through handsomely. They beat 
New York Tech 113-87 to set a new school scoring rec- 
ord and in the final game the Saints beat Hartford 106- 
93. 

Jim Dooley was the lone senior on the squad and 
“Dooles” played well and will be missed. The team de- 
veloped well and with sophomores Ralph Coleman, 
Tom Mc Kenna, and Dave Gleason, Dick Navin, Bob

After a rather disappointing start, the 1965-66 St. Michael’s College Soccer Team won three 
of its last five games to finish a building year with a 3-7 won — lost record. 


The twenty man squad began the season with five straight losses under first year coach Tony 
Jaremezuk, a former SMC soccer star. The Saints lost in succession to St. Lawrence (5-0); 
Norwich, twice (3-1) and (3-2); Vermont (6-1); and Lowell Tech (3-0). 


However the booters headed off what could have been a disastrous season with an 8-0 bombing 
of Babson Institute.

Beginning the season in sunny weather with an 18 hit barrage against Nor- 
wich, the Knights gave indication of what was to come. UVM’s pas 
team epee St. Mike’s in their second outing by 1-0 as sophs Dick Wansiew- 
icz pitched well but wasn’t given offensive support. After bouncing back be- 
hind senior John Carcich to beat Clarkson, the Knights again ran into Vermont 
on the wrong end of an 18-6 score.

Carcich pitched nine good innings again but had to 
be lifted in the ninth for a pinch hitter as the Purple Knights tied it up and 
had the bases jammed with no out.
